Tur Newfoundland legislature has taken 
a very sensible course on the question of Irish 
home rule as a provincial political issue. 
Newfoundland is settled chiefly by people of 
Trish descent, the Protestauts considerably 
outnumbering the Catholics. The old Irish 
conflict has been transferred to Newfound- 
land in all its original bitterness, and two 
years ago riots occurred in which several of 
each tide were killed. Asa result the legis- 
lature was dissolved and a new one elected 
which divided on sectarian lines alone, the 
Protestants having a considerable majority. 
During the late session two of the {Catholic 
members moved and seconded a resolution in 
favor of home rule for Ireland, which might 
have been expected to result in a very seri- 
ous leyislative row, Strange tosay,however, 
when the motion was made every Catholic 
member except the mover and seconder left 
the chamber, and as a number of the Protest- 
ant members had remained absent to avoid 
voting on the question the house was left 
without aquorum, an adjournment ensued 
and the matter dropped right there. Every 
effort should be made to induce Newfound- 
land to enter confederation, An infusion of 
such an amount of good common sense as its 
legislature seems to possess could not fail to 
have a beneficial effect on our house of com 

mons. As much could not be said for the in- 
fusion of house of commons ideas into the 
Newfoundlanders, but that of course is none 
of our funeral, The Newfoundland legislators 
instead of trying to inflame the passions of 
their people in the hope of advancing them- 
selves, at the risk of political ruin to them 
selves they set an exampleof mutual forbear- 
ance that cannot fail of good results to. the 
people of the province,

Riaut or wrong, with or without cause, 
Nova Scotia has declared unmistakeably for 
a repeal of its union with Canada, The er 
gument of a majority of four to one against 
the union must be met. To ignere such an 
expression of opinion would be folly ; to 
talk of over-riding it would be madness. It 
is plain that Canada must either lose Nova 
Scotia, and very likelvalso New Brunswick 
and Prince Edward Island, or else a differ- 
ent principle of government must be adopted 
and acted upon. The policy of centraliza- 
tion,so contrary to the spirit and intent of the 
confederation act, and which year by year has 
been pursued more blindly and determinedly 
must be given up and a new policy adopted 
which shall recognize confederation as a fact 
ag well as a name if Canada is 
to hold together. The immediate cause of 
Nova Scotia’s dissatisfaction is not far to 
seek, An independent and prosperous pro- 
vince, confederation was thrust upon it 
through the perfidy of its public men and 
never had the loyalty of the mass of the peo- 
ple, who believed that they had everything to 
lose and nothing to gain by joining Canada, 
Had the country been governed in a spirit 
loyal to the terms of confederation Nova 
Scotia, which gave the system a trial for 
nineteen years, would probably have by this 
time been contented ; but during these years 
the policy of centralization which has been 
pursued has been financially injurious to 
Nova Scotia as an outlying province and po- 
litically obnoxious to its people. The silence 
that has been kept so long has been a pur- 
chased silence, but the time has at last ar 
rived when the greed has increased as the 
purchasing power has failed until the collapse 
has come. While Nova Scotia politicians 
were selling themselves and their province 
for afew fat offices, a little increase in pro- 
vincial subsidy, and a paltry railroad bonus 
or two--to all of which Nova Scotians had to 
pay their share—their trade and industries 
were being paralyzed by high tariffs and they 
with the rest of the country were being sunk 
iuider a mountaneous load of debt for which 
A. proyinee had nothing to show. The 
Canadian cow grazed in Nova Scotia and out- 
lying provinces and was milked by the manu- 
facturers, railroad bonus hunters and_ politi- 
cal suckers of Ontario and Quebec. These 
could well atford to throw the sprat of a fat 
otiice to catch the salnon of Nova Scotia re- 
venue and trade, But lately there has been 
a great demand for sprats in other quarters, 
the supply has run short and the salmon have 
become shy.

THE MINERS. 


Gaoror Firipo, Adolph Mangot and John 
Morris, who left about three months ago on a 
rospecting trip, returned on Monday last 
From the McLeod river by way of Lac Ste. 
Anne, They had both bad and good luck on 
their trip. Bad luck to lose three of their 
five yorses and to nearly starve to death 
themselves before reaching Lac Ste. Anne on 
the wayin. And good luck to find good pa 
on the bars of MeLeod river and rich speci- 
mene of quartz at the head of thatstream. In 
going out they went by Lac Ste. Anne and 
the Jasper house trail to Island lake, a little 
eastof the Pembina. Turning south-west 
from there they travelled along the divide 
between the north fork ef the Saskatchewan 
and the Pembina, through a heavily timber. 
ed country, until they struck the north Fork 
some distance below the great canyon. They 
found nothing on the bars of this river, but 
the banks gave afew colors of gold. They 
followed the North Fork up some distance 
and then turned off it upa smal) stream 
which came in from the north-west. They 
followed this stream to its head and crossed a 
low divide to the head of the Pembina. 
Here the big snow storm of the lst of May 
struck them and they were compelled to lie 
up for thirteen days. Their horses got noth- 
ing to eat during that time but browse and 
a fittle flour from the men’s own supply. 
This caused the men to run out of provisions 
before the end of their trip and they only 
succeeded in saving two out of the five hors- 
es. They found nothing good on the Pem- 
bina. which heads in the foot-hills not the 
mountains. Leaving the head of the Pem- 
bina they crossed to the McLeod, which here 
lies between the foot-hills and the first ranze 
of the Rockies and there found excellent in- 
dications of gold. They picked up some de- 
tached fragments of quartz at the foot of a 
hill which show gold in large quantities, but 
were unable to find the lead from which they 
came as their provisions were running short 
and they were therefore compelled to make 
all haste to Lac Ste. Anne. They followed 
the McLeod down through a_countrv of 
heavy burnt timber very difficult to travel 
through until they reached the Jasper house 
trail which they followed to Lac Ste. Anne. 
At the crossing of the MacLeod, eighty miles 
from Lac Ste. Anne, their stock of provisions 
was down to five pounds of flour, at the Pem- 
bina they made a sumptuous meal on oiled 
pee vine, at Island lake they caughtone small 
sh and from there to Lac Ste. Anne nothing. 
They killed afew beaver on the trip, but 
game generally was very scarce. Moove 
Seamed to be more numerous than anything 
else. The party did not see Burke or Nelsen 
but heard from Indians that they were work- 
ing on the McLeod about thirty miles down 
from the crossing and were doing 80 well 
that they had determined not to go on to 
Simoky river as they originally inteuded, The 
rty intend togo back and work on the Mc- 
vod bars for the rest of the summer, which 
they say prospect up to twenty cents a pan, 
as they have not sufficient funds to go after 
the quartz at present. By the map the lo- 
cality where specimens were picked up is 
about forty miles south-east of Jasper house.
